« General Conway arofe, and faid, that he never rofe with 
lefs difficulry, or with more pleafure, than he did on the pre- 
fent day, and on the prefent bufinefs, which he had the honout 
of propofing to the Houfe. It was fuch, becaufe he was af- 
fared it would meet. with the unanimous concurrence all that 
were prefent. Although his Majefty had given his gracious 
and liberal thanks to General Elliott in his fpeech, yet he 
thought there was fomething {till wanting, to exprefs the high 
fenfe the nation, in general, had of his. important fervices, 
which he had neal his coantry, in the gallant and brilliant 
defence which he had made at Gibraltar. The Right Hon. 
General beftowed the moft liberal eulogium on the Goveraor’s 
conduct and charaéter, and then moved the Houfe, ** That 
** an addrefs of thanks be prefented to General Elliott, for 
¢ his important defence at Gibraltar.” 

“© Lord Mulgraye arofe to fecond the motion, faying, that 
he was happy to hear the Right Honourable Gentleman who 
had moved this motion with b much honour to himfelf, had 
never rifen before 6n any day, or any occafion, with lefs diffi- 
culty than on the prefent.

‘¢Mr Dempfler rofe and complimetted highly the conduct of
